He was 
seen on a Frisco train between Webb City 
and Carthage, but has not been seen or 
heard from by his family since that time.

One Hundred and Eighty Subpe- 
nas Have Been Issued and a 
Special Federal Grandjury

VIOLATORS OF INJUNCTION

Defiance of Judge Grosscup's Or- 
der May Be Basis of Charge—

CHICAGO, Feb. 21.—The flrst step in the 
probable indictment of the members of the 
3eef Trust“ was taken today, when Unit- 
ed States marshals set out to serve 185 
subpenas, and a special federal grandjury 
venire was ordered drawn. 

Today's action, the first visible effect of 
eight months of work by District Attorney 
Bethea and the secret service officers— 
work which was begun at the instigation 
of Attorney-General Moody—is expected to 
lead to the indictment of several members 
of the Beef Trust’’ on the ground that 
they have violated the injunction of Judge 
Grosscup of the United States Circuit 
Court, restraining them from illegally com- 
bining in restraint of interstate commerce. 
This injunction was recently sustained by 
the United States Supreme Court. 

The greatest secrecy is maintained re- 
garding the identity of the persons named 
in the subpenas, and the marshals have 
been instructed to refuse to talk of the 
case at all, or mention any names. It is 
known that the men subpenaed are, for 
the most part, clerks and subordinates’ of 
the packers, who are ex * to corrob- 
orate the evidence of t secret service 
men.

SECURES OFFICE ROOMS. 


Company Headed by Charles G. 
Gates Will Have Million and 
a Half Capital. 


Financial and business circles in Pitts- 
burg are displeased by the announcement 
Monday evening that the John W. Gates 
firm, after two years’ business in that city, 
under the title of Charles G. Gates & Co., in 
the Frick building, had decided to make 
St. Louis its headquarters for the future. 

The arrival of the elder Gates in Pitts- 
burg 18 months ago caused much surprise 
at the time and the sudden departure of 
the Gates firm is causing an equal amount 
of comment. 

The ground floor of the old Mechanics’ 
Bank bullding at Fourth and Pine streets 
has been leased by John W. Gates, and as 
soon as the neceserary alterations have been 
completed the firm of Charles G. Gates & 
Co. will commence a general brokerage 
business there on a large scale. 

It is understood that the company will be 
floated with a capital of $1,500,000, of 
which $500,000 will be contributed by John 
W. Gates and an equal amount by John 
Lambert, both of whom will be special 
partners in the enterprise. 

This return of John W. Gates to St. 
Louis as a field of enterprise is regarded 
by business men here as a direct result of 
the increased importance of St. Louis as 
u financial center, attibutable in some 
are. to the influence of the World's 
“air. 

Some surprise has been expressed in real 
estate circles that the property nuw leased 
by the Gates firm has been rented for a 
brokerage business, as by the will of the 
late owner, there was a special clause 
prohibiting the lease of the esiate for 


either restaurant, saloon or brokerage busl- 
ness. 


Gates Boomed Barbed Wire. 


It is nearly ten years since John W. 
Gates ceased to operate in St. Louis. In 
189 Gates formed the American Steel

CREW TAKES TO THE WATER 


Men of the Philadelphian Caught 
by Rapid Spread of Flames 
Jump Overboard. 


BOSTON, Feb. 21.—A large double pier, 
Nos. 3 and 4, of the Hoosac tunnel docks 
in Charlestown, together with considerable 
valuable freight, was destroyed by fire ear- 
ly today, and the steamer Philadelphian 
of the Furness-Leyland line, from which 
many of the crew were forced to jump 
overboard, was hauled mto the stream 
with her upper works ablaze, 

The loss to the Boston & Maine Railroad 
Co., the oWners of the docks, is estimated 
at fully $400,000, while the damage to the 
Philadelphian will bring the total loss up 
to about a million dollars, 

The adjoining pier, No. 5, which was 
burned last November and which was be- 
ing rebuilt, was slightly damaged, while 
the steamer Dalton Hall, on the opposite 


side of the pier from the Philadelphian, 
backed out under her own steam, practi- 
cally uninjured. 

Chicf Steward Fellows of the Philadel- 
phian jumped overboard and was rescued 
in an exhausted condition, while one of the 
firemen of the steamer jumped to the 
deck of a nearby lighter and broke a leg. 
Capt. Dickinson and his wife were taken 
off by the fireboat.

NES, GIRLS PROVE 


Female Students Win Debate From 
Boys in East Side High 
School. 


“Obey” has no place in the marriage 
service, according to the decision of the 
members of the East St. Louis High 
School Literary Society. ‘‘Resolved, That 
the word ‘obey’ should be stricken from 
the marriage ceremony’ was the ques- 
tion debated by the senators of the literary 
society Monday af rnoon. 

The new officers—Estes Pershall, prest- 
dent, and Miss Julia Cannady—served for 
the first time. The strenuous young presi- 
dent, member of the school football team 
since his entrance four years ago, catcher 
and manager of the baseball team, was 
called upon to conduct a debate that has 
not been equaled. this season in strength 
and — of argument and general 
interest. 

His number in the football signals was 
20 last season, and whenever it was called 
it meant 20 yards’ gain. 

President Pershall needed all his football 
tactics Monday ‘afternoon. Misses Bessie 
Miller and Louise Cross, prominent mem- 
bers of the senior class, argued for the 
affirmative. Percy Knoebel, a senior and 
critic of the literary society, and Clarence 
Beck, a junior and manager of next sea- 
son's football team, spoke in favor of re- 
taining obey.“

A special dispatch from 
Paterson, N. J., to the Post-Dispatch gives 
the description of the fabric: 

It is a soft shade of blue silk, almost as 
heavy in texture as serge. The shade close- 
ly approaches what dealers call electric blue 
but it is just a trifle lighter. Into the spe- 
cial] piece of silk woven to Mrs. Roosevelt's 
own order are woven the figures of doves of 
peace, each with outstretched wings, flying, 
with each succeeding dove smaller in size 
until the edge of the breadth is reached. 
The figures of the doves are not woven at 
right angles with the edge, but at an angle 
of about #4 degrees. Despite the peaceful 
suggestion of the doves themselves, a touch 
of imperialism is given to the design by 
the use of threads of royal gold as the 
material from which the doves are formed. 
The largest of the doves is perhaps one 
and one-half inches from tip to tip of the 
wings. The complete effect is that of a 
flock of doves flying against a background 
of blue sky. 


Work on the Weaving. 

The story of the weaving of this design 
into the silk selected by Mrs. Roosevelt at 
the World's Fair in St. Louis is peculiarly 
interesting. Her ideas were submitted to 
the designers. They pronounced it perfect! - 
ly feasible. The silk from Italy was ge- 
lected by some of the best experts in this 
country and was sent to Titusville, N. J., 
to be dyed. In spite of the expertness of 
the dyers there was some Ifttle difficulty 
in reproducing the exact shade, and it was 
not until three weeks ago that this was 
satisfactorily done. 

It is a singular fact that the same weaver 
who wove the silk for the inaugural gown 
of Mrs. William McKinley wove the silk 
for the dress of Mrs. Roosevelt. He is one 
of the oldest weavers in Paterson. 80 
exacting was the work that he was given 
a loom in a separate room and had the ut- 
most seciusion, that nothing might distract 
his atiention from his work. Yet in spite 
of his expertness the first three inches pro- 
duced from the leom were faulty, in the 
eyes of the inspector. 

Unlike the majority of silk goods on the 
market, that tor the gown of Mrs. Roose- 
velt is unweighted. In 9 per cent of the 
silk chemicals are used to make the goods 
stand out and to give body. Were that 
not so the cost of the material would be 
far above the purse of the average mor- 
tal. While the weighting lessens the cost 
it detracts from the wearing quality of the 
goods, whereas if the pure silk were used 
in place of chemicals the silk would prac- 
tically have no end to its Ute.

The action of the Ministers’ Alliance of Kansas City in 
adopting a resolution urging the State Legislature to repeal 
the racetrack gambling law and in appointing a committee to

ment against racetrack gambling in Kansas City. Mr. Tarsney 
represented the Kansas City racetrack to be the resort -of 
clergymen and saints. The Ministers’ Alliance undoubtedly 
voices the sentiment of the great mass of Kansas City people, 
practically all of them except the track owners, horse owners, 
the gamblers and the racetrack followers who fatten on the 
weakness of their fellow men. The demoralizing effects of race- 
track gambling are the same in all communities. 
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“THE REAL GEORGE WASHINGTON.” 

This year, as usual at the approach of his birthday, the icon- 
oclasts tell us that “the real George Washington” is not the 
hero we were taught to worship in youth. They show us that 
he did not see his name written in the mustard bed, that he 
did not cut the cherry tree and confess it because he could not 
lie, and that he did not do a long list of other things. 

This, however, is only a beginning of the things the “real 
Washington” did not do. He did not interfere in the affairs 
of other countries with a “big stick” or otherwise; he did not 
permit Americans to be locked in their houses for his con- 
venience when. he visited New York; he did not appoint the 
most celebrated living “gun fighters” to positions of importance 
in a teformed civil service. 

One of the things he did do was to do wrong occasionally. 
At one-time, before he was as old as he was afterwards, he 
had a strenuous personal quarrel and was knocked down. When 
he saw he was wrong in the quarrel, he begged the pardon of 
the man Who had knocked him down. For this, Bishop Meade, 
and not Weems, is one of the authorities. The iconoclasts have 
not been able to impeach it. 

In St.: Louis and elsewhere the “real George Washington” is 

‘still worth remembering for all he did not do, as for 
all he did do. He was great because he knew not only when 
the was right, but when he was wrong.

Not Even Paderewski Could Dim 
the Brilliancy of Her 
First Night. 


One blushes for his countrymen at the 
Olympic Theater this week. 

Zounds, but how our British cousins can 

put it onto us when it comes to making 
a musical piece! , 
Miss Edna May, a plump pretty little 
body, with a face like exquisitely chiseled 
Carrara, a wistful naivete, a smile as 
sweet as the fragrance of flowers afield, a 
plaintive tittle singing voice, a nympthic 
grace and a faultless enunciation in sing- 
ing and speaking, came to the Olympic 
last night as the star of “The School 
Girl,” an English musical piece in which 
she has conquered cities enough and peo- 
ples enough to have aroused the envy of 
Cesar. 

Miss May brought with her a company 
of surprising excellence, including three 
English comedians—Fred Leslie, Jr., James 
Blakeley and Fred Wright, Jr.—who sug- 
gest that London must be upon very good 
terms with itself if it has many such clever 
entertainers within its confines. 

Miss May is the pretty side of the piece, 
and these three Britishers are the fun of 
it. By dint vf great cleverness in inci- 
dentals here and there in music, lyric and 
book, these people combine to give a per- 
formance which is so much tter, 80 
much more refined and so much funnier 
and smarter than the average American 
musical. piece that one cannot help winc- 
ing now and then and saying to one’s se- 
eret heart: 

„How much better they do this thing 
in old Lunnon than we have learned to do 
it over here.“ 

“The School Girl’ is by Paul M. Potter 
and Henry Hamilton, with the music by 
Leslie Stuart and the lyrics by Charles H. 
Taylor. There is so much downright skill 
in the work of all these that one can read- 
ily and easily understand why The School 
Girl” has succeeded and why it has been 
hailed in this country as a step higher in 
musical comedy.
